Leave  Friday 
For  Pageant 

Making  last  minute  prepara- 
tions for  the  Hill  Cumorah  Pag- 
eant, 125  University  students 
from  the  University  of  Utah. 
Utah  State  University  and  Brig- 
ham Young  University  will  leave 
Friday  5 a.m.  for  the  16th  Annual 
production  in  Palmyra,  N.Y. 

Western  participants  will  spend 
three  weeks  of  volunteer  service 
for  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  preparing  for 
the  annual  pageant  held  on  the 
Hill  Cumorah.  Preparations  will 
include  making  costumes,  setting 
up  stages,  light  and  sound  equip- 
ment and  rehearsing. 

Pay  Own  Expense 

Participants  pay  own  expenses 
and  live  in  homes  of  local  peo- 
ple. Study  classes  including  meth- 
ods of  proselyting  and  meetings 
will  occupy  time  of  the  partici- 
pants when  not  rehearsing.  Ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen, 
drama  director  of  the  pageant, 
students  will  have  a strenuous 
schedule  including  late  rehearsals 
on  the  hill. 

The  western  group  will  combine 
with  the  Eastern  States  Mission- 
aries composing  the  largest  group 
this  year  ever  to  make  the  per- 
formance.

The  pageant  originated  21  years 
ago  and  is  viewed  on  the  western 
slope  of  Hill  Cumorah.
